Wind-whipped snow whistled across m uch of the West 
early 
today, 
piling 
up 
drifts 
and 
making 
travel 
hazaruous. Travelers advisories were in effect in the 
mountains of Colorado and Utah. T ravelers’ advisories 
also were posted for the mountains and interior sections 
of Southern California due to high winds. High wind 
warnings were in effect in extrem e southern Nevada. 
Scattered snows dusted the intermountain regions into 
the northern and central Rockies. Rain, mingled with 
some scattered snow at higher elevations, stretched 
over the northern Pacific Coast. 
Flagstaff, Ariz., got two inches of new snow and Salt 
Lake City, Utah, got one inch. 
Winds gusting to more than 35 miles per hour buffeted 
portions of Kansas and Nebraska. 
Snow whitened the central Appalachians. Rain, drizzle 
and fog made for a dreary day over the middle and 
southern Atlantic Coast. Thundershowers 
dampened 
central Florida. 
Fog rolled over a wide area from the lower Ohio 
Valley through the Central Gulf Coast states into 
Arkansas and portions of the Texas coast. A travelers 
advisory was issued for most of Arkansas 
Haze and some patchy fog was also reported in lower 
Michigan, 
northern 
Illinois, 
Iowa 
and 
southern 
Minnesota. 
Dense fog made for a hazardous morning rush hour in 
Chicago. 
Early morning tem peratures ranged from 17 degrees 
at Butte, Mont., Ely, Nev., and Pellston, Mich., to 77 at 
Key West, Fla.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fed­ 
eral investigators are looking 
into the possibility of petroleum 
pricing conspiracies during last 
winter’s 
Arab 
oil 
embargo 
which may involve billions of 
dollars. 
“The investigation could re­ 
sult in 
tens 
of 
millions 
of 
dollars in overcharges being 
returned to consumers,” said a 
Federal Energy Administration 
spokesman. 
Officials said Sunday subjects 
of the investigation included 
kickbacks 
and 
payoffs 
to 
brokers, excessive brokerage 
fees, excessive transportation 
or handling costs, violations of 
regulations governing distribu­ 
tion of available supplies, and 
unnecessary unloading or physi­ 
cal movement to increase costs 
An American Petroleum In­ 
stitute statement said it “can­ 
not dismiss the possibility” of 
some violations, but “we reject 
the

that 
the 
nation’s oil companies 
have 
been 
parties 
to

massive 
conspiracy that has resulted in 
alleged overcharges of from $1 
to $3 billion

falsification by importers and 
suppliers to double the appar­ 
ent cost of foreign oil shipped 
into the United States. 
—A three-way FEA investiga­ 
tion of alleged manipulations by 
oil

petroleum 
product prices as 
much as 300 per cent between 
refineries and consumers such 
as 
electric 
power 
utilities, 
hospitals and schools. 


FEA officials said it had been 
alleged that one utility com pa­ 
ny alone was overcharged $15 
million. 
Sources 
said 
total 
overcharges uncovered in both 
investigations 
might 
run 
at 
least as high as $1 billion. The 
Washington 
Post reported it 
could be as much as $3 billion. 


FEA sources said a major 
announcement is planned soon. 
The Post reported grand juries 
have been convened in Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., New York and Los 
Angeles in connection with the 
custom s’ probe. The story said 
other grand juries might be 
called in Houston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Boston.

Ford took his foreign policy 
and economic recovery m es­ 
sages to South Bend, Ind., and 
told 
a 
University 
of 
Notre 
Dame audience developing n a ­ 
tions “ m ust be able to defend 
themselves. They must have 


the assurance that America can 
be counted upon to provide the 
means of security as well as 
the means of sustenance.” 
The President’s address, in 
conjunction with his receiving 
an honorary doctor of laws 
degree, was to be followed by 


meetings with regional news 
executives and Eastern gover­ 
nors. 
The Notre Dame speech was 
released in Washington. While 
it did not mention the con­ 
troversial subject of aid to 
Indochina, White House sources 


indicated Ford might depart 
from the text, possibly to urge 
Congress to approve emergency 
aid for Cambodia There were 
indications during the weekend 
Ford might settle for far less 
than the $222 million he first 
asked for.

The challenge facing America 
today, Ford said, “ is whether

introversion of the 1930s, to the 
dangerous notion that our fate 
is unrelated 
to 
the 
fate of 
others.” 


Before departing for Notre 
Dame, the home of the Fighting 
Irish, the 
President was 
to 
receive Irish Ambassador John 
Molloy, 
a 
traditional 
White 
House visitor e v e ry St. P a ­ 
trick’s Day. 


During the one-day visit to 
South Bend, the President also 
will press for support of his 
anti recession and energy con­ 
servation proposals in meetings 
with Midwestern news media 
executives and with the gover­ 
nors

Michigan, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Maryland.

Walton Charges FBI Covering Up 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Professional basketball star 
Bill Walton says a search for his close friend, radical 
sports writer Jack Scott, is part of an FBI campaign to 
cover up its inability to find fugitive heiress Patricia 
Hearst and two known 
members 
of 
the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army. 
“ Possibly I'm being used as a scapegoat to cover up 
the FBI’s inability to find these three people,” he said in 
a broadcast interview in Portland, Ore. 
Scott and his wife Micki lived in Walton’s $100,000 
home in Portland part of last year and early this year. 
A telephone at the home was reported to have been used 
for calls to the eastern Pennsylvania farmhouse where 
Miss Hearst’s fingerprints were found along with those 
of fugitive artist Wendy Yoshimura. ■ 
No formal warrant or charges have been placed 
against Scott, the FBI said, but authorities on the West 
Coast have indicated a grand jury in Pennsylvania, 
scheduled to reconvene in mid-April, soon may be 
issuing an indictment against him. 


Portugal Leans To Left In Restructure 


LISBON (UPI) — The military regim e plans to 
overhaul Portugal’s cabinet, moving one more step to 
the left following a weekend of nationalizations and 
leftist rallies. 
Prim e Minister Vasco Goncalves, who has emerged as 
the country's strongman, told his m inisters Sunday the 
cabinet would be dissolved in the next few days and a 
new one formed to carry out left-wing policies. 
Political sources said the change m ay decrease the 
power of the Socialist and Liberal Popular Democratic 
parties while increasing the authority of the third 
coalition partner —the Communists.

Vitamins: Natural or Syn 
thetic? 
Is there a difference between 
so-called 
“ n a tu ra l” 
or 
“organic” vitam ins and syn­ 
thetic vitam ins? The question is 
a legitim ate one and it is im ­ 
p o rta n t, 
p a rtic u la rly 
w ith 
regard to the current “back-to- 
nature” trends which abound in 
our society. 
As an item in the Journal of 
the 
A m erican 
M edical 
Association said: “The labeling 
of vitam ins as ‘natural’ implies 
that they have been extracted 
from 
a 
substance found 
in 
nature.” Exam ples given in­ 
clude vitam ins A and D ex­ 
tra c te d from codfish liv e r, 
vitam in E from wheat germ oil, 
v itam in 
B 
12 
from 
liv e r, 
vitam ins B I and B 2 from yeast, 
and vitam in C from rose hips. 
But because of the cost of such 
extracting, m ost vitamins sold 
today (with the exception of 
vitam in E ) probably are syn­ 
thetic vitam ins. 
So w hat is the difference? 
According to M argarita Nagy, 
M.S., of the AMA’s Dept, of 
Foods and Nutrition, and author 
of the Journal article: 
“Synthetic vitam ins are those 
that have been manufactured by 
a p h a rm a c e u tic a l com pany. 
Biochemically, vitamin has only 
one m olecular structure; thus, 
whether a vitam in is extracted 
from 
a 
natural 
product 
or 
synthesized by the m anufac­ 
turer, its structure is identical 
in either case, and possesses, 
co n seq u en tly . 
the 
sam e 


biochemical activity.” 
But there’s m ore to the story. 
One 
would 
su p p o se 
as 
a 
B erkeley, 
C alifo rn ia 
phar 
m aoist did, that vitam ins sold as 
‘ natural” had, in fact, come 
from natural sources. But when 
he visited two m anufacturers of 
“n atural” vitam ins he observed 
that many of the products so- 
lab eled co n tain ed “ sy n th etic 
vitam ins added to the natural 
b ase.” 
“ Rose

T a b le ts” had been a d ju sted 
from the original 2 percent to 50 
percent by adding chemical 
ascorbic acid. The pharm acist, 
Adolph Kamil, siad he was told 
that if no vitam in C w ere added 
the tablet “would have to be as 
big as a golf ball.” 
Similarly, he found that B 
vitam ins labeled “ n atu ral” or 
“organic” turned out to be 
“ m ostly sy n th etic ch em icals 
added to yeast and other natural 
bases.” 
W hat’s my point? It’s not to 
run down vitam ins in any form, 
natural or synthetic. But we 
should know w h at we are 
buying. Listen to w hat P har­ 
m acist Kamil (who is in charge 
of consumer inform ation and 
quality control for the phar- 
m acieso f 
the 
C onsum ers 
Cooperative of Berkelye, Calif.) 
says : 
“ As for me, I’m going to put 
m y money on good food, fresh 
and wholesome, from a wide 
variety of sources, and thereby 
get all my nutritional needs the 
most natural w ay.”

obedience 
school in Georgetown. Put an 
untamed bomb in his care for a 
week and he would perform 
wonders. 
I’ve seen him tame incendi­ 
ary 
bombs 
to 
light 
his 
c ig a re tte s, 
a rm o r-piercing 
bombs 
to 
function 
as 
can 
openers, napalm bombs to take 
the place of mustard plasters 
and 
blockbusters 
to 
crack 
walnuts. 
But when Bangstop tried to 
tame the H-bomb to work for 
mankind, he failed miserably. 
Talk 
about 
making 
deserts 
bloom! The H-bomb wouldn’t 
even fetch his slippers. 
Once 
when 
I 
visited 
the 


school I found Bangstop strid­ 
ing about in jodhpurs, riding 
boots, 
polo 
shirt 
and 
pith 
helmet. He carried a long whip 
in one hand and a cane-bottom 
chair in the other. 
“ What’s going on?” I asked. 
“ I’m trying to make this H- 
bomb jump through that hoop.” 
So saying, Bangstop gave the 
whip a crack and commanded, 
“Heel, sir!” 
The H-bomb exploded with 
enough force to wipe a Pacific 
atoll off the map. 
“Down, boy!” Bangstop com­ 
manded, picking himself up out 
of the rubble. But he never got 
it domesticated. 
I once asked Bangstop why it 
was so difficult to tame the H- 


bomb. 
“ It’s because hydrogen fusion

housebroken,” 
he 
replied. “ If we ever get the H- 
bomb into a sandbox, w e’ll 
have the breakthrough w e’ve 
been looking for.”

You may have heard the federal government has 
tightened its own belt in response to inflation and in 
sympathy for the American taxpayer. That is baloney. 


A recent survey by the Wall Street Journal indicates 
that the government is functioning with the usual luxury it 
has become accustomed to. 


Consider, for example, the following: 


1.) About 15,000 federal employes get free or cut-rate 
parking space near their offices at a cost to the taxpayers 
of about $11 million a year. 


2.) About 500 White House employes are able to use a 
free picture-framing service that costs the taxpayers 
$92,000 a year. 


3.) Bureaucrats who have a stake in the wise use and- 
conservation of energy enjoy the use of chauffeured 
government cars. The deputy administrator of the E n ­ 
vironmental Protection Agency said that he uses such 
luxuries because his $40,000 a year salary should be 
supplemented in some way because he would be making 
more money in private life. 


4.) Former Attorney General William Saxbe, now 
ambassador to India, did not like the robin’s egg blue 
carpet in his executive suite He ordered a new, deep-pile 
gold carpet at a cost to the American taxpayer of $48,000. 


Not all government officials, of course, show a 
disregard for public money. Secretary of Labor Peter 
Brennan has cut $204,000 from his departmental spending, 
has cut outlays for travel and periodicals, and has vetoed 
some fancy dining arrangements.

Day 
is 
celebrated around the world as 
“ great day for the Irish.” 
However, St. Patrick was not 
an Irishman, more properly 
identified as English, Welsh or 
French. He was not born on 
March 17, but died somewhere 
near that date, uncertain due to 
many 
changes 
in 
calendars 
since. He was born between 373 
and 395 A. D., depending on 
which reference book and which 
calendar 
you check. 
As a young boy, he was 
shanghaied from the part of the 
world occupied by Roman 
legions and worked as a slave- 
boy 
shepherd 
in 
Ireland. 
Traveling to France, he im­ 
ported the shamrock which was 
not native to Ireland, returnning 
there 
as 
a 
missionary. 
He 
founded more than 300 churches 
and taught the Roman alphabet 
to the working people. He also is 
credited with teaching the Irish 
to distill their now famous brand 
of whiskey, although he was 
dry, and is blamed for 
in­ 
troduction of the bagpipes. 
There was an Irishman on 
board the Santa Maria, although 
the 20 million Americans of 
Irish descent mostly date back 
to the immigration escaping the 
great potato famine. American 
descendents number over eight 
times the present population of 
Ireland. 
Irish immigrants were ex 
ploited by Americans, fighting 
and working their way into our 
history. Without their labors, we 
would not have had our rail road 
expansion, our early system of 
canals and many of our mines 
St. Patricks day observances 
are world wide, including a 
parade in Isarael.

issues. Bills with little to no 
chance of enactment were voted 


out of committee. Committees 
are designed to hold public 
hearings, and to revise and 
eliminate conflicting language, 
amending the bills to make 
them constitutional. Serious 
doubts 
remain 
on 
the 
malpractice bill; a conflict is in 
the direct primary bill; there 
are unresolved 
constitutional 
questions posed by the pari­ 
mutuel 
betting 
bill 
and 
questionable vagueness in the 
continued fair-trade price fixing 
of alcoholic beverages. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
new 
leadership in the house has 
flooded the calendar with trivia, 
and 
retained 
im portant 
measures. The Democrat party 
platform contained a plank to 
provide territorial protection to 
R E M C ’s against condemnation 
and 
annexation 
by 
other 
utilities. 
The 
Dem ocratic 
speaker is 
sitting 
on 
the 
measure 
which 
stands 
no 
chance of floor debate. 
Further evidence of poor 
committee work 
is 
the 
ex­ 
ceptionally high number of bills 
which have failed to attract a 
majority vote on the floor to 
pass or fail the measure. Any 
bill not receiving 51 votes can be 
reconsidered the next day. To 
date some 23 fell short, some 
being vogted upon three times 
before passing or failing. If 
that’s not a record, it is near 
one, and consumes valuable 
floor time. 
An interesting situation 
is 
developing where some bills 
have been passed by the House 
with provisions nearly similar 
to Senate bills passed in the 
upper 
chamber. 
The 
House 
measures have Dem ocratic 
sponsors, with the Republican 
controlled Senate requiring 
bipartisan sponsorship of many 
bills. Will the House and Senate 
consider the identical subjects 
contained in bills of the other 
chamber, 
or 
stick 
to 
their 
version? It is a matter of who 
receives credit for authorship, 
never previously important in 
state legislation. 
On the Federal level, most 
laws assume the name of the 
author, such as the Taft-Hartley 
Act and the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. In the state, the Hughes 
anti-secrecy law is the only one 
well known.

Vance Havner writes, “ Even 
earnest 
and 
well-meaning 
Christians tend to divorce 
doctrine and practice. Some put 
all the emphasis on orthodoxy, 
with very little day-by-day 
living to match. Others major in 
experience, with little basis in 
Biblical teaching. One is body 
without spirit, and the other is 
spirit without body. Christianity 
is neither a corpse nor a ghost.’ 
Studying the Bible will settle a 
lot of things for a lot of us. Too 
often we read so much from one 
of our favorite theologians, or 
even from one of our own 
denominational leaders, 
until 
we are top-heavy along certain 
lines of doctrine. What we really 
need to do is to study the Bible 
intelligently until we get a grasp 
of what it has to say about any 
given point. 
Again, we must make certain 
that we are completely com­ 
mitted to Christ in such a 


manner that we will believe all 
He says, and not accept merely 
what is convenient. The person 
who just believes what he wants 
to believe has a very weak 
theology. It will never see him 
through the hard places when 
they come. A knowledge of the 
Bible and a consecration of the 
will of God is the only secure 
foundation for the faith and 
doctrine of any 
Christian 
Knowing what we believe, and 
believing what we know, is very, 
very important. In a day of 
confusion we can be sure about 
our beliefs. We do not have to be 
stubborn and argumentive, but 
we can be at ease and yet sin­ 
cere.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. Is there a late fee on 
taxes not paid by the due 
date? 


A. Interest at the rate of 
six percent a year must be 
paid on taxes not paid on or 
before their due date, even if 
an extension of time for filing 
is granted. A penalty of haif 
of one percent of the unpaid 
taxes will be imposed for each 
month, or part of a month, be­ 
yond the due date that the 
tax remains unpaid. The max­ 
imum penalty is limited to 25 
percent. It will not be im­ 
posed if a taxpayer can show 
that the failure to pay is due 
to a reasonable cause. 


Q. I found an error in my 
1973 return, 
so 
I filed an 
amended return and got a re­ 
fund 
back. 
The 
refund 
in­ 
cluded interest. Is the interest 
taxable? 


A. Yes. lf you receive a 
tax refund that includes in­ 
terest 
on 
the 
amount 
re­ 
funded, the interest must be 
included 
in your gross 
in­ 
come. 


Q. For 
what 
reasons are 
tax returns selected for audit? 
Does an audit mean the IRS 
thinks a taxpayer has filed a 
fraudulent return? 


A. The usual reason for se­ 
lecting a tax return for exam­ 
ination is to verify the correct­ 
ness of income, exemptions, 
or deductions that have been 
reported on the return. How­ 
ever, some returns are se­ 
lected as part of a random 
sample for research studies. 
The vast majority of taxpay­ 
ers 
are 
honest 
and 
have 
nothing to fear from an ex­ 
amination of their tax returns. 
An 
examination of such a 


taxpayer's 
return 
does 
not 
suggest a suspicion of dishon­ 
esty or criminal liability. It 
may not even result in more 
tax. Many cases are closed 
without change in 
reported 
tax liability and, in many oth­ 
ers, the taxpayer receives a 
refund. 


Q. What is the federal gas­ 
oline and oil tax credit? 


A. A credit of two cents 
per gallon may be claimed for 
gasoline (unless it was avia­ 
tion fuel) used other than as 
a fuel in a highway vehicle 
registered, or required to be 
registered, for use on the pub­ 
lic highway. Similarly, a six 
cents per gallon credit may be 
claimed 
for 
lubricating 
oil 
used other than in a highway 
motor vehicle. Examples of 
such use include the opera­ 
tion of a motor boat, power 
lawn mower, power saw and 
similar equipment. For more 
information, see IRS Publica­ 
tion 378, "Federal Fuel Tax 
Credit or Refund for Nonhigh­ 
way and Transit Users.”

If right, justice would tri­ 
umph. If m istaken, I would 
have to live with my conscien­ 
ce. I stood my ground and did 
what I had to do. 
"Six spades,” I bid, without 
batting an eyelash. 
That decision was typical for 
many persons summoned for 
jury duty in the 
Lone Star 
State. Every resident is subject 
to the call at least once a year 
on a lottery basis. 
The 
only 
exceptions 
are 
mothers of children IO or under 
and senior citizen s over «5, 
although the latter 
are 
en­ 
couraged to sit on juries if they 
desire 
Policemen, 
firemen, 
attorneys, insurance agents and 
even newsmen serve on Texas 
juries 
My summons cam e on a 3x8 
card m ailed in an envelope 
with "Summons: Jury Duty” 
emblazoned across the front. 
"Greetings:" it began. (Now I 
know where all the ex-Draft 
Board people went to work.) 
"You are hereby summoned to 
report Wednesday, Feb. 19, for 
service as a prospective juror 
for Dallas County. Report to 
the jury room at 8:45 a m Men 
usually wear coats.” 
So, it was up at a horribly 
early hour to drive to a parking 
lot 
to 
catch 
a 
bus 
for 
downtown. Courthouse arrival 
was exactly 8:45 a m. lest there 
would be a tongue-lashing for 
being a minute late in the 
service of justice or possibly a 
week to IO days in the jug for 
contempt of court.

couple 
million other people were called 
for the same reason, but there 
were only about 500 lounging in

auditorium.

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In Support of Rockefeller

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate filibuster fight is over 
but bitter memories linger on 
with Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. 
He was censured by foe and 
an occasional erstwhile friend 
for doing the unforgiveable: 
refusing to recognize a U.S. 
senator who was seeking to 
speak. 
The incident resembled 
a 
verbal lynching, with the vice 
president left twisting slowly in 
the breeze—to borrow a vivid 
phrase from Watergate. 
Rockefeller’s crime was to 
order a 
vote—to move 
the 
Senate 
stalled 
business one 
uncertain step forward—while 
filibustering Sen James Allen, 
D-Ala., 
was 
on 
his 
feet 
clamoring for recognition. 
There was nothing 
wrong 
with Rockefeller's ears or eyes. 
He chose not to see or hear 
Allen. 
Complaints against Rockefel­ 
ler’s conduct were carried to 
the White House. There were a 
few who insisted his crime was 
not without provocation. But a 
fair evaluation would list his 
defense as less than enthusias­ 
tic. 
There 
was 
even 
a 
mild 
reprimand 
from 
the 
gentle 
majority 
leader. 
Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield, 
D-Mont. 
Mild 
in 
contrast to the other senatorial 
spankings of the vice president. 
It was the Senate closing 
ranks behind one of its own, in 
the seldom broken tradition of 
the Senate as a private club. 
There were few who ques­ 
tioned what Allen was doing 
He was trying to delay, to 
frustrate, to obstruct. He was 
using the Senate’s own rules to 
accomplish his purpose, which 
was undisguised 
Those rules were not made to 
obstruct the legislative process 
but to move it forward in an 
orderly manner. 


Jefferson’s Manual—bible for 
legislative bodies—has this to 
say about tactics of delay: 
“No one is to speak ... beside 
the question, superfuously or 
tediously.” 
And in the Senate’s only 
antifilibuster rule there is a flat 
ban against dilatory motions. 
Rockefeller did not have to 
rule that Allen was dilatory. 
Allen had pleaded guilty by 
announcing his objective. Even 
Mansfield had expressed some 
surprise at the extent of Allen’s 
tactics. 
To delay and to obstruct, 
Allen had used repeated quo 
rum calls, motions to postpone 
and 
unrelated 
amendments. 
Allen generated admiration for 
the variety of his bagful of 
delaying 
gimmicks. 
At 
one 
point he tried to insert the 
Lord’s Prayer in the record. 
Rockefeller apologized. But in 
the end Allen lost. More than 
any other senator he can be 
credited—or blamed, depending 
upon viewpoint—for the Sena­ 
te’s liberalization of the rules to 
make it harder to obstruct in 
the future. 
Allen had overdone it. In his 
short tenure in the Senate, he 
had used the filibuster more 
than any of the Senate veterans 
of past historic filibuster fights 
Fronting 
for 
conservative 
Democrats and Republicans, 
Allen had blocked among other 
measures, 
tax 
reform 
and 
creation of a consumer agency. 
Now Allen himself warns that 
the filibuster tactic must be 
used sparingly in the future or 
it w’ill be voted out of existence.

Skies

The months of January and 
February this year provided sky 
observers with some prominent 
planetary configurations in the 
western sky after sunset. In 
January, it was Venus and 
Mercury.

Mercury m ay be seen about IO 
degrees above the southeastern 
horizon just before sunrise in 
early March. Jupiter, in early 
March, sets shortly after the sun 
and by the end of the month is 
aligned with the sun and cannot 
be seen Look for Jupiter in May 
as a morning object. The early 
birds looking for Mercury in the 
morning sky will probably see 
Mars about 15 degrees above the 
horizon in the southeast. 
Planet watchers this month 
have only Venus and Saturn as 
good evening objects. Venus will 
be bright in the western sky 
after sunset. Saturn is in the 
constellation 
of 
Gemini, 
the 
twins, high in the sky at sunset. 
Gemini is slightly northeast of 
Orion, 
the 
hunter 
(Looking 
south. Gemini is left and above 
Orion.) 
Saturn is the second largest 
planet of our solar system, 
su rp a sse d in size only by 
Jupiter. The diameter of Saturn 
is roughly nine earth diam eters; 
yet, 
the 
p la n e t’s m ass is 
astonishingly low, only about 
IOO earth masses. The material 
of Saturn is not tightly packed; 
the planet's density is in fact the 
lowest of any of the other 
planets It is not surprising that 
Saturn is a large mass of gas. 
the most abundant ofwhich are 
hydrogen and helium. Through 
a telescope one observes the top 
of 
S a tu rn 's 
enorm ous 
a t ­ 
mosphere, which bears little, if 
any, similarity to earth’s at­ 
m osphere. Being alm ost IO 
times as far from the sun as the 
earth, Saturn takes slightly over 
29 years to m ake one trip around 
the sun There are IO natural 
satellites of S aturn. the 10th was 
discovered in 1966 
The most spectacular aspect 
of Saturn is the system of rings 
which su rro u n d the planet. 
One s first look at Saturn 
through 
a 
m oderate-size 
telescoope is remarkable. There 
are two m ajor divisions in the 
ring sy ste m 
m aking three 
major rings. The rings are not a 
solid opaque band, but are 
really many individual solid 
particles in a thin layer around 
the planet. Careful observers 
have been able to see stars 
through the rings. 
Spring officially arrives on 
March 21 and hopefully brings 
the promise of warm weather 
for anyone who is looking at the 
sky at night. On this date the sun 
will rise due east and set due 
west. 
The phases of the moon are 
last quarter, the 4th; new moon, 
the 12th; first quarter, the 20th; 
full moon, the 27th 


B e e f’n’Bcans, Rocky Mountain Style 


This Pinto Bean Pot is a recipe to be lazily-simmered in a 
Dutch oven or in the popular slow-cook electric pots. forgotten 
for hours. Its origin is in the Rocky Mountain region where, 
because of unexcelled growing conditions, these buff-colored, 
dappled-with brown Pinto beans are grown. 


Beef ’n* B eans 
Va cup diced green pepper 
I cup chopped onion 
3 cloves minced jarlic 
I teaspoon salt 
Vt tcaspoo 
rushed dried 
oregano 


2 cups Pinto beans 
6 cups water 
Va to I pound lean beef. cut 
in VS-inch cubes 
Va pound diced salt pork 
2 8-ounce cans tomato sauce 
(2 cups) 
Soak rinsed beans overnight in measured amount of water. Or 
bring the water to the boiling point. Add beans; boil 2 minutes. 
Cover and let stand I hour. Bring beans and soaking water to 
the boiling point. Reduce heat; simmer beans JVS hours. Add 
remaining ingredients. Again simmer for I VS hours or until beef 
and beans arc tender, stirring occasionally. Water or beef stock 
may be added. Makes 8 to IO hearty servings. 
Serve with a tossed green salad, hot rolls or garlic-buttered 
French bread and not much else. This dish can change completely 
by using chili powder to suit the taste instead of oregano. It 
freezes well. 
Dry beans are the 
richest common source of 
proteins among foods of vegetable origin. By adding to the bean 
dish some meat, even a little of the animal proteins, you have 
a good protein team.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind - 
The first women to join the 
Naval Reserve Officer Training 
Corps 
(NROTC) program 
at 
Purdue 
University 
are 
now 
juniors. 
They 
were 
initiated 
into the program in the fall of 
1972 with little fanfare, 
a 
number of friendly snickers, 
and a few apprehensions—on 
both sides of the male-female 
dividing line. 
Of the original seven, four 
remain, and a fifth joined their 
ranks last year, transferring 
from 
a 
stand ard 
college 
cu rric u lu m in p re v e te rin ary 
medicine. 
The dropout rate, according to 
records, has been about the 
sam e for the women as that for 
men in NROTC. Of the three 
who left the program, one got 
m a rrie d , 
another 
chang ed 
m a jo rs and tra n sferre d 
to 
another school, and the third 
was “disillusioned—she didn’t 
like taking orders and 
was 
e x tre m e ly independent,” a c ­ 
cording to her roommate. 
Of the four who started out 
together and 
stayed 
in 
the 
program , three have military 
b a c k g ro u n d s—their 
fa th e rs 
were career officers. “The last 
military person in the family on 
my father’s side was a great- 
great grandfather who fought in 
the Civil War,” says Patti. She 
became interested in NROTC 
after joining the Anchorettes. a 
feminine auxiliary group to the 
NROTC on campus, “ I also 
looked 
very 
hard 
at 
the 
scholarship benefits,” she adds 
These include a full scholarship 
plus $100 a month 
For Patti, who maintains a 5.5 
grade point average majoring in 
wildlife science, the most dif­ 
ficult adjustment has been the 
use of military terms, especially 
time. 
“ It’s hard for me to 
rem em ber that ifs ‘1500’ in­ 
stead of just 3 p m ,” she says. 
“ My experiences here have 
been better than I expected.” 
says Lucy Young, a Roxbury, 
Conn., general science major 
who hopes 
to work 
in 
e n ­ 
viro n m e n ta l protection a fte r 
h er 
four 
years 
of 
duty 
following graduation 
Asked if she found herself 
competing to outdo the men in 
her 
program. 
Lucy 
replied. 
“ You’ve got to have a basically 
competitive personality to get 
into the program — and you 
automatically do your best ” 
One of the aspects of the 
program involves “drilling’*— 
all NROTC students participate 
“ I find myself enjoying it— 
especially when I’m directing 
the drill. Ifs really increased 
my self-confidence,” Lucy adds 
Ll. Cmdr Linda Lee, who has 
counseled the women, is pleased 
with their progress ” 1 respect 
their industry, enthusiasm, and 
p r id e —th e y ’re 
pursuing 
a 
profession which, regardless of 
sex, has traditionally required 
more than minimum effort,” 
she says 
Although Roberta Baker did 
not grow up in a military family, 
her re c e n t experience has 
ev iden tly 
influenced 
her 
younger sister. “She s two years 
younger than I am, and is just 
now finishing up boot cam p,” 
says Roberta 


A microbiology major from 
South Bend, Roberta obviously 
enjoys her rather unique role. 
“ We 
might 
get 
som e 
preferential treatment from the 
guys, but,” she is quick to add 
“ if we do som ething bad, 
everyone knows about it a lot 
faster, too.” 
When questioned about the 
Equal Rights Amendment a few 
years ago, most of the women 
were concerned mainly about 
being drafted for actual combat. 
Now, there seems to be another 
concern, as well. 
“ If I want to make the Navy a 
career, without the ERA I rn 
almost locked into one spot— 
how many women admirals are 
there in the Navy? I think we 
need legislation to secure our 
futures,” says Debi Wilson, a 
political science major from 
McLean. Va 
On the other hand, Debi thinks 
that having women in combat 
would be unfair to the men: 
“ What if I couldn’t open the

emergency0 Or what if I w asn’t 
strong enough to drag a body off

battlefield? 
It 
would 
jeopardize the men involved, 
wouldn't it? That

One of the young women has 
not only adjusted quickly to the 
NROTC routine, but has shed 50 
pounds since her fresh m an 
year.

as tennis and softball 
Discussing the advantages of 
a Navy life. Renee says, “ I’m
